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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants arguments filed on 10.28.2005 have 
been fully considered but are not persuasive. Applicant argues Goodman does not teach using the secure electronic key in the pseudo 
test mode for test operations; Goodman does not teach using the secure electronic key in encryption operations in the pseudo test mode; 
and Goodman does not teach using the secure electronic key in multiple modes. 

Regarding Applicant's argument that Goodman does not teach using the secure electronic key in the pseudo test mode for test 
operations, Goodman is merely relied upon for its teaching of multiple modes. Therefore when combined with Fischer the only keys 
available are those stored in the secret private key store (8) of figure 1 , so these keys are used in the test mode of Goodman. 

Regarding Applicant's argument that Goodman does not teach using the secure electronic key in encryption operations in the pseudo 
test mode, as described in column 7 lines 15-28 of Goodman the test mode uses the encryption processor (33), So therefore as above, 
the information used in the combination are the secure keys and the encryption processor that performs encryption operations uses them. 

Regarding Applicant's argument that Goodman does not teach using the secure electronic key in multiple modes, as above Goodman 
is only relied upon for its teaching of multiple modes and the key used is provided by the secret private key store of Fischer. Therefore the 
combination teaches using the secure electronic key in multiple modes..
